Russian-Born  Countess 
To  Address  Assembly 


i^mphony  Gives  Second  Concert

Countess  Alexandra  Tolstoy, 
youngest  daughter  of  Russian  writ- 
er and  philosopher  Leo  Tolstoy,  will 
speak  at  the  BYU  Forum  assembly 
Thursday  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

ALEXANDRA  TOLSTOY  was  the 

secretary  and  companion  of  her 
father  until  his  death  in  1910.  He 
was  70  years  old.  Tolstoy  bequeath- 
ed to  his  daughter  full  rights  to  his 
literary  works. 

She  edited  all  his  unpublished 
works,  sold  the  first  editions  and 
used  the  proceeds  to  buy  land  near 
the  Tolstoy  estate  close  to  Moscow. 
After  distributing  the  land  to  the 
peasants,  she  turned  her  remain- 
ing rights  over  to  the  public  do- 
main. 

COUNTESS  TOLSTOY  was  put  in 

jail  for  protesting  against  Commun- 
ist tyranny  during  the  Russian  Re- 


volution. After  her  release  she 
taught  school. 

She  left  Russia  in  1931  and  came 
to  the  United  States  where  she 
worked  as  a farmer  until  1939. 
She  then  devoted  all  her  time  to 
the  Tolstoy  Foundation  which  as- 
sists refugees  from  Soviet  Russia 
and  other  Communist-oppressed 
countries. 

THE  FOUNDATION  NOW  has  14 

offices  in  10  countries  of  Europe 
and  the  Middle  East,  where  refuge- 
es are  being  helped  to  support 
themselves.  The  foundation  has  a 
72  acre  farm-resettlement  center 
in  Rockland  County,  N.  Y.  to  help 
immigrants  to  America. 

Countess  Tolstoy  is  the  author  of 
several  books  on  her  father  and 
Russia,  including  “The  Tradedy  of 
Tolstoy.”  “I  Worked  for  the  Sov- 
iets,” and  Leo  Tolstoy— My  Fath- 
er.”

Should  the  ASBYU  Culture  office 
or  general  studentbody  funds  be  made  avail- 
able as  they  were  this  year  to  finance  the 
event,  or  should  the  Lyceum  Committee  or 
the  Administration  sponsor  the  program? 

The  Utah  Ballet  Company  is  rated  high- 
ly and,  as  those  who  witnessed  their  per- 
formance will  agree,  they  are  outstanding 
dancers.  With  this  type  of  professional  tal- 
ent so  close  to  us  and  with  the  fine  facili- 
ties we  have  for  them  to  perform  in,  there 
is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  provide 
means  once  a year  for  them  to  come  to  BYU.

THE  NATIONAL  Aeronautics 
and  Space  Administration  said  the 
exercise  went  off  without  a hitch 
as  Saturday’s  launch  day  neared 
for  Gemini  7,  the  first  shot  in 
the  unprecedented  double  mission 
that  has  been  dubbed  “The  Spirit 
of  76.” 

While  the  global  network  was 
busy,  the  two  astronaut  teams  re- 
hearsed phases  of  the  flight  in  a 
spacecraft  simulator  and  pre- 
pared for  extensive  physical  ex- 
aminations tomorrow. 

THE  GEMINI  7 pilots,  Frank 
Borman  and  James  A.  Lovell,  Jr., 
attended  a Titan  2 booster  review, 
studied  their  flight  plan  and  spent 
more  than  two  hours  wrestling 
with  problems  of  where  to  stow 
waste  material  during  their  plan- 
ned 14  days  in  space. 

Walter  M.  Schirra,  Jr.  and 
Thomas  P.  Stafford,  who  are  to 
blast  off  in  pursuit  of  Gemini  7 
on  Dec.  13,  were  in  the  simulator 
two  hours,  running  through  laun- 
ch. orbital  and  re-entry  exercises. 

THE  GLOBAL  network  assum- 
ed Monday  that  Gemini  7 had 
bpf'n  in  space  nine  days  and  ran 
through  a Gemini  6 network 
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cation  associations  across  the 
United  States  who  have  been  in- 
vited by  Gov.  Calvin  L.  Hampton 
to  attend  the  conference. 

The  consultants  are  selected 
from  the  most  highly  qualified 
persons  in  each  of  the  respective 
fields  covered  during  the  meet, 
said  Lloyd. 


countdown.  Simulated  liftoff  was 
right  on  time  at  9 a.m.  and  the 
tracking  stations  swung  into  act- 
ion to  follow  the  imaginary  space- 
craft. 

Initially,  Gemini  7 and  6 will 
be  far  enough  apart  in  space- 
more  than  1,000  miles— so  that  no 
single  station  will  have  to  track 
them  simultaneously. 

But  Gemini  6 will  execute  sev- 
eral orbit-shifting  maneuvers  to 
gradually  close  the  gap.  Six  hours 
after  Schirra  and  Stafford  take 
off  they  are  to  catch  Gemini  7 
high  above  the  Pacific  Ocean. 


DEAN  LLOYD  will  give  a 
speech  on  “The  place  of  the  stu- 
dent in  the  university.”

SUBJECTS  TO  be  discussed  by 
other  consultants  include  educa- 
tion financing,  preparation  of 
teachers,  continuing  education, 
curriculum,  and  the  responsibili- 
ties of  education. 

The  conference  is  the  first  of  its 
kind  in  Utah,  but  it  is  is  anticipat- 
ed to  be  only  the  first  in  a series 
of  annual  conferences  on  educa- 
tion.

Develops  IBM  Sysferr 


Last  week,  H.  Thayne  Johnson, 
accompanied  by  Leo  Merriall,  took 
a trip  to  Battelle  Memorial  Insti- 
tute in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

THE  PURPOSE  of  the  trip  was 
to  participate  in  a symposium  re- 
lated to  information  analysis. 

At  present,  Johnson  is  the  as- 
sociate director  of  BYU  Library 
Information  Research  Program 
and  Merriall  is  the  assistant  to  the 
director  of  a BYU  “High  Pressure 
Data  Center.”  The  school  has  been 
awarded  a contract  to  establish 
such  a center. 

AT  THE  MEETING  in  Ohio, 
Johnson  spoke  on  the  procurement 
of  information  analysis  center  per- 
sonnel. He  was  well  qualified  for 
his  job,  for  it  is  in  such  areas  that 
he  has  achieved  recognition. 

One  of  the  steps  in  achieving 
such  recognition  was  his  work  in 
building  a computer  system  which 
writes  books.  At  least  that  is  part 
of  its  job. 

THE  PURPOSE  of  this  comput- 
er system  is  the  collecting,  index- 
ing and  abstracting  of  myriads  of 
publications  dealing  with  the  elec- 
tronic properties  of  materials,  that 
is,  information  relating  to  the  use 
and  function  of  various  materials 
in  electronics. 

It  was  as  head  of  the  Electronics 
Proportional  Information  Center, 
established  by  Hughes  Aircraft 
Company  as  an  Air  Force  spon- 
sored project,  that  Johnson  develop- 
ed the  system. 

FROM  FOUR  to  six  scientists 
worked  nearly  four  years  to  review 
and  collect  the  needed  information. 
Finally  13,500  publications  were 
selected  and  an  IBM  1401  com- 
puter was  programmed  to  take  the 
complex  input  and  to  produce  a 
personal  retrieval  guide. 


The  guide  consists  of  two 
volume  that  are  titled,  Elec^r 
Properties  of  Materials:  A 
to  the  Literature.

hind  Michigan  and  Minnesota.  How-  ^ 
ever,  the  Illini  are  missing  two  top 
scorers,  Skip  Thoren  & Tal  Brody, 
who  average  41.5  points  per  game 
between  them. 

But  they  do  have  Don  Freeman, 
a 6-3  forward,  back  in  the  fold, 
and  Freeman  could  be  one  of  the 
top  performers  in  the  Big  Ten. 
Freeman  hit  on  49  percent  of  his 
shots  last  year,  and  his  scoring 
average  was  18.3  points  per  game. 

BYU,  HOWEVER,  should  hold 
the  edge  in  height,  experience  and 
most  other  phases  of  the  game.  The 
Cougars’  overall  height,  which  is 
increased  by  the  presence  of  three 
centers  in  the  neighborhood  of  6-11, 
should  make  BYU  one  of  the  taller 
teams  in  the  country. 

Illinois’  head  coach,  Harry  Com- 
bes, has  said  of  his  team:  “We 
have  balanced  scoring.  But  none  of 
these  players  is  selfish;  they  all  get 
the  ball  to  the  boy  who  has  the 
best  shot,  even  when  they  are  in 
close.” 

SINCE  BOTH  teams  are  at  their 
best  on  offense,  fans  on  hand  Fri- 
day night  should  see  plenty  of  scor- 
ing. The  Illini  averaged  92.2  points 
per  game  last  year,  while  BYU 
was  second  in  the  nation  with  a 94.3 
scoring  mean. 

As  for  Houston,  the  Texas  Cou- 
gars remain  one  of  the  better  teams 
in  the  nation.  Last  year  they  bat- 
tled their  way  into  the  NCAA  Mid- 


West  Regional  by  defeating  Notre 
Dame,  99-98,  in  overtime.  Houston’s 
overall  record  was  19-10  for  the 
season. 

SEVEN  LETTERMEN  are  back 
from  last  season’s  Cougar  squad 
that  had  such  a strong  finish.  The 
group  includes  Joe  Hamood,  a 5-11 
All-Southwest  guard  whom  the  Tex- 
ans are  booming  for  All-America. 
Hamood  was  born  in  Beirut,  Le- 
banon. He  led  the  team  in  scoring 
free  throw  shooting  and  assists. 

The  Houston  team  also  has  three 
great  sophomores;  Elvin  Hayes,  6-9 
center  from  Rayville,  La.;  Don 
Chaney,  6-5  guard  from  Baton 
Rouge;  and  Paul  Ozug,  6-5  forward 
from  Gary,  Ind.
